He opened 
the first gold quartz mine known as 
the Alpha at Deadwood Gulch, in the

"There should be some authority to 


force such hospitals as the Alta Bates 
to take in cases under such conditions as 
existed last night." 


"If we had known that the case was 


serious and demanded immediate at- 
tention we would have accepted the 
patient," said Miss Alta Bates, super- 
intendent of the sanatarium. 
"When 
the police brought Mrs. Pridhem here 
in the ambulance, they told us it was 
an emergency case, and we told them 
to take her to the Roosevelt hospital, 
where all such cases are handled. She 
•was taken back to the Oakland Emer- 
gency hospital instead, and at the re- 
quest of her family physician was re- 
moved back here, where she is now 
under our care and getting along 
nicely. 
Our sanitarium is not 
pre- 


pared to take emergency cases singe 
It is understood that all such cases 
are taken to the Roosevelt hospital. 
The Berkeley police would have taken 
the woman there. 
Of course if tho 
case was critical we would accept the 
patient, but we knew nothing of thia 
woman's condition."
